In his amazing plea for a reversal of popular 
judgment on the record of his administration Mr. 
Taft offered this explafation of his Winona 


speech: 

“fad I known as much then as 1 do now 
I should have realized that there are some 
chings one can not leave to be taken for 
granted. I dictated that speech to a steno- 
grapher in the cars between two stations, 
and glanced through it only enough to 
straighten the grammer: it was sent out by 
the press with correspondingly little cere- 
mony, so that the papers received it in all 
sorts of shapes. If I had prepared it two or 
three weeks before and revised it deliberate- 
ly, as I ought to have done, I should have 
clarified several passages. And, particularly, 
I should have changed the sentence where I 
proclaim the Payne tariff act the best ever 
passed.” 

He then summed up his tariff reduction fail- 


ures: 

“Looking back now on the record of those 
first few months, I do not see that I could 
have done otherwise; for, however, far 
the results may have fallen short of an ideal 
standard, it is on the Regular Republicans I 
have had chiefly to lean for support.” 

“T realize now, though, that I made one 
mistake. I ought to have made as strong a 
point on paper as I did on hides,” 
Concerning the defeat of the income tax meas- 


ure, he says: 
“Presently, in the fear of the income tax 

law’s passing, Mr. Aldrich ceased laughing at 
my plan for a corporation tax and came down 
to see me about it.. ‘Can you induce enough 
doubtful senators, if we put the corporation 
tax in the bill and adopt a constitutional 
amendment permitting an income tax to de- 
feat the general income tax law proposed by 
the Democrats and insurgents?” he inquired. 
I expressed my belief that I could, and the 
sequel showed that I was right.”

While Mrs. Somer- 
ville’s “Connection of: the Physical Sciences,” 
shows comprehensive intellect beyond that ex- 
pressed by any other woman during either the 
nineteenth century or this, all things seemed 
possible to the future of Mme. Curie, until the 
illusion of her scientific greatness disappeared 
before the revelations of her inner life, made by 
the wife whose jealousy she had provoked.

Regulate Interstate Corporations. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I should like to know why the Government 
could not regulate’ interstate corporations by 
passing a national law prescribing only a certain 
profit on the amount invested, the same to be 
regulated at certain periods according to the 
prevailing legal rate of interest. If such a law 
was passed, public servants would have to enforce 
it, and there could be no dangerous “centraliza- 
tion” of power, as feared by some people. Be- 
sides, only interstate corporations would be under 
such Government control. All others would be 
as free as ever. Interstate corporations are now 
exacting a profit of 200 per cent from. the peo- 
ple for the necéssaries of \life, and the states 
have no power to regulate them, so the Govern- 
ment must regulate them or they will regulate 
the Government and the people. One corporation 
should not be allowed a profit of 6 per cent and 
another 10 or 20 per cent., The percentage of 
profit should be the same for all. This will in- 
sure better goods and service to the people at 
reasonable prices and protect the small busi- 
ness man, too. 

Railroad rates are regulated by the Govern- 
ment without centralization, and the profits of 
public service corporations in cities are regu- 
lated, so why not all interstate corporations?

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COST OF THE PHILIPPINES:

What the Philippines have cost the United 
States has been a much-mooted question. When 
Gen. Wood, the Chief of Staff, was testifying be- 
fore the House Committee on Military Affairs last 
spring as to the military cost of the occupation,

ficult to .furnish the required statement because 
of the accounting methods of the War Depart- 
ment. The bureau chiefs were then directed to 
show the cost on the assumption that if the army 
had not been in the Philippines, an equal number 
of Americén troops would have been maintained 
in the United States proper. According to press 
dispatches, the computation is now complete, and 
the cost of our military occupation since Dec, 8, 
1898, the date of the signing of the peace treaty 
with Spain, has reach the enormous figure of 
$167,486,403. This is the price we have paid for 
Mr. McKinley’s fearful error of judgment in tak- 
ing over the islands—to say nothing of the waste 
of American and Filipino lives.

Those who know the Crown Prince at all inti- 
mately have not, however, been surprised at this 
development. They know with what debonnaire de- 
terminatien the Prince has.taken his relegation to 
Danzig at the full letter of the Kaiser's order. They 


‘know also how unaffectedly fond he is of his three 


sons. Just now he is particularly devoted to them, 
since the shadow of the traditional stork has again 
fallen across his new home. 

The Prince likes nothing so well as playing seldier 
with his sons. The eldest of them especially delights 
in this sport, and takes to it with eager hilarity. 
The children all live under the usual regime of the 
Berlin royal family, but it has been robbed of half 
the severity that marked it for the Crown Prince 
and his five brethren. The Crown Princess is in 
every way what a child once called a ‘‘comfortable 
mother.” 

The Crown Prince has a great desire to enjoy life. 


His friends regard the present instance as.an indi-* 


cation that he has taken a mental rebound from 
the doctrine of duty to the Crown and the Hohen- 
gollern family with which his imperial father 
drenched him throughout his boyhood. He has come, 
they say, to believe that it.is quite as mucha duty 
to make himself and those he loves happy. The 
Danzig villa in which the Crown Prince and Prin- 
cess have installed themselves has proved large 
enough for themselves and the children alone. The 
nurses and the rest of the household could find no 
quarters there. The Crawn Prince thereupon began 
to buy adjoining property, until now he has a little 
principality, the various buildings being well sep- 
arated. 

For all his love for his family, the Crown Prince 
has by no means been confining himself to Danzig.

ADMIRES ENGLISH ACTRESS. 

Madge Lessing, the English comedienne, who has 
long graced the stage here, is the Prince’s present 
passion. But not even his frank admiration of her 
has kept him in Berlin for more than the brief time 
occupied by the performances. At their close he is 
whirled promptly home in his big automobile, ac- 
companied by the aids-de-camp who came with him 
to Danzig. The Emperor has learned of these visits 
and has made it plain to his heir that they must 
cease. ! 

The Crown Prince is bulking big in German affairs, 
as the people see them. His demonstration during 
the Rgichstag debate on the Morocco situation is 
credited to the influence of that arch jingo, Herr 
von Oldenburg, with whom he has had much to do 
in the last three years. Von Oldenburg, it has al- 
Ways been believed, was responsible for the Crown 
Prince’s attitude toward Von Buelow, this attitude 
having unquestionably hastened Von Buelow’s fall as 
Chancellor. He seems to have regretted that atti-

It will help to create 
the play-going habit. The play-going 
habit is hard to break. It is so hard to 
break that it is the one factor which 
has most vitally prevailed to ymeintain 
the present high prices ‘charged by 
American theaters. Now weakened be- 
yond the danger point, however, this 
play-going habit must needs be revital- 
ized in the face of the very serious 
competition of far cheaper forms of en- 
tertainment.

SPEED OF BEATTIE. 
TRIAL A LESSON 


ALLU.S. COURTS; 


—Judge John D. Lawson 


Dean. of University Law School 
Says Delays Are Due to 
Faulty Administration. 


SYSTEM A MOCKERY 


Strives to Substitute Prejudice 
for Intelligence—Lawyers 
Befog the Real Issue. 


The attention attracted by the 
Beattie .murder trial because of 
the speed with which it was con- 
ducted has led the Post-Dispatch 
to invite Judge John D. Lawson, 
Dean of the Law School of the 
State University atJolumbia, Mo., 
to make it the basis of an interview 
on our system of court procedure. 
Judge Lawson last year visited 
England as a special agent of the 
American Institute of Criminal 
Jurisprudence to investigate crim- 
inal procedure there and com- 
pare it with that in the United 
States. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Deo. 2—‘‘The dis- 
patch. with which the Beattie case in 
Virginia was concluded is adequate 
proof that the delays incident to criin- 
inal proceedings in this country are not 

_ $0 much the result of faulty laws as 
they are the result of faulty adminis- 
tration of the laws,” said Judge John 
Davidson: Lawson, dean of the Mis- 
sourl University Law School. Beattie 
killed his wife in July and was electro- 
cuted for his crime in November, ius- 
tice requiring but four months to cun 

her course and gn circumstantial evi- 
dence, too. 

“What is needed in this country is 
primarily a higher standard of legal 
ethics. English lawyers do not quibble; 
they consider that beneath their dix- 
nity. Some of the objections brought and 
stated:in our criminal trials by our lead- 
ing practitioners—notably in the Hyde 
case when it was before the Missouri 
Supreme Court on appea!—would be held 
in contempt of court in England.- Al- 
legations of errors in procedure which 
cannot be shown seriously to affect the 
_ judgment are not considered in English 
courts, and rightly, too. 

Country Juries Best. 

“In the South and ig the Western 
States of this country we find the pror- 
est administration of the criminal law 
and the greatest opportunity for delay. 
liad Beattie been tried in Texas or Mis- 

. Souri the trial’ would doubtless have 
dragged on for more than a year. 

“The character of the jury may have 
had something to do with the creditable 
showing in the Beattie case. Country 
juries are much better than city juries, 
because in the rural districts jury duty 
dt not shirked by the best citizens, while 
in the city the juries frequently contain 
a number of courthouS8e loafers who are 

. Of the very worst class.’’ 

Judge Lawson contrasted the usual 
delays incident to criminal procedure 
in the average American court and 
the procedure of English courts in 
such cases by reading the proof of an 
editorial which will apepar in the 
néxt number of the American Law 
Review, of which he is editor, With 
his permission !t Is given below: 

“In a mutter of speed, English crim- 

2 inal procedure is the hare and Amer- 

* fean criminal procedure is the, tor- 
toise, and in the thousands of cases 
which. are printed in our law reports 
the Docket (Judge Lawson's nom de 
plume) has. been unable to find a 
single one in which the tortoise has 
under any circumstances passed the 
hare or even overtaken it, as it did in 
the well-known fable. 

‘“With King vs. Dickman let us 
compare the Texas case of State vs. 
Oates, reported in half a dozen cur- 
rent volumes of the decisions of the 
Court of Appeals of Texas. In No- 
vember, 1904, Oates was tried for 
heving murdered a man named Aron- 
off in Dallas, Tex. The. proof was 
that two men entered the store of the 
déceased to rob him, and when his 
wife rushed to his rescue and fired 
a pistal at one of them they both shot 
at her husband and killed him. 

' Am Amazing Texas Example. 


‘The prisoner was convicted of mur-*

“Now, one would think that the| 
judicial comedy had been played to 
the end, but no; the resources of the 
Texas criminal lawyer were not ex- 
hausted, for a month later the Appel- 
late Court grants a reversal, over- 
rules itself and orders a new trial, 
this time because the trial court aie 
not properly define murder. 

Calls It Judicial Opera Bouffe. 

Again Put on Trial. 

“In the fall of 1908 the prisoner is 
once more tried and convicted of mur- 
der. Again he appeals to the Court 
of Appeals, which, in March, 1909, af- 
firms the conviction, but the next 
June it repeats what it had done two 
years before, orders a rehearing, re- 
verses itself, and grants another new 
trial, this time on the ground that the 
Judge who tried the case was not 
properly appointed to do so. In May 
the prisoner is put on trial again, but 
the jury this time disagrees, and in 
July, 1911, he is once more tried and 
convicted, once more he appeals to 
the Court of Appeals and once more 
he is given a new trial, this time on 
the ground of an error in the wording 
of the verdict. On Nov. 4, 1911, he 
is again put on trial, convicted of 
murder and sentenced to be hanged. 

No Time Lost. 

“In the Dickman case, the trial 

opened on July 4, 1910. On July 7.the 





prisoner was convicted and sentence 
to death. On July 22 at 10 o’clock in 
the morning, his appeal was argued 
before the Court of Criminal Appeals 
in London, and at 2 o'clock in the aft- 
errnoon the judgment of the Court was 
delivered affirming the conviction. 
On the morning of Aug. 10, 1910, the 
convicted man was hanged. 

“In the Dickman case no time was 
lost in obtaining a jury. The 12 men 
were probably in the box when the 
Judge entered, perhaps the first i2 
men that got into the courtroom. 
There was no examination of the jury 
on the voir dire and there was not 
a single challenge. 

“Contrast this with some of the 
other criminal trials which have at- 
tracted public attention in the United 
States within the past few years— 
such as that of Shea, Gilhooly and 
Brown in Chicago, Calhoun in Cali- 
fornia, and Cooper in Tennessee;

“The tariff, unquestionably.”

“Now, I believe in progress. I be- 
lieve in the progressive development 
of our representative form of goy- 
ernment. I believe—for that reason— 
tm the direct election of United States 
senators by the people; I believe that 
would be progress along the lines of 
representative government—giving 


j the people control over their own rep- 


resentatives;: I believe that the peo- 
ple of the United States, when they 
take the time and the trouble to do 
so, can elect honest and efficient men 
to represent them; but I do not be- 
Heve that the people of the United 
States either have the time or that 
they will take the infinite trouble 
necessary to earefally examine «and 
enact legislation or reject dangerous 
legislation if it is submitted to them 
to vote on directly. 


“I believe that the history of the 
past has demonstrated beyond perad- 
venture that a direct form of govern- 
ment will surely fail, and that if the 
people were ever so misled as te make 
the experiment, the fruits of it would 
infallibly be the enthronement of a 
despotism. 

“I believe that all the evils of to- 
day that we complain of can be reme- 
died by and through representative 
government—the government which 








our forefathers constituted tn their 


wisdom and patriotism—if the people 


themselves will make an earnest ef- 
fort to do so, and I further believe 
that ‘all the evils of bossism and cor- 
rupt gevernment could, and probably 
would, be prevalent under a system 
of initiative and referendum te as 
great an extent as under our present 
system. 

“The same interests which produce 
corrupt politics and bad government 











today would adjust themselves ' to 
new legislative conditions very easily. 
After all, government by initiative 
would be to a very large extent gov- 
ernment by petition. I am absolutely 
against the initiative, referendum and 
recall. But, taking the recall in its 
worst aspect, the recall of judgea, I 
do not believe that the judges ever 
would be so fundamentally dangerous 
as would the initiative and referen- 





}dum, which means the end ef 





sentative government. 
“The recall of an officer merely 


affects the tenure of an office, I : 


believe that, at reasonable intervals 
the people should have an epportunity,

firmly convinced that the Democratic 
position on the tariff represents an 
economic truth.

WANTS ROUMANIANS 
TO STAY INHUNGARY 


Head of Greek Orthodox Church 
Calls Conference to Discuss 
Restriction of Emigration. 


BUDAPEST, Dec. 2.—The head of the 
Greek Orthodox Church has Called a 


conference of priests, church workers, 
teachers and university students to find 
ways and means of stopping the immi- 
gration of Roumanians who live in 
Hungary to the United States. In the 
past 20 years thousands of Roumanians 
have left’ Hungary and have gone to 
America. 

The Roumanians in Hungary are dis- 
satisfied with their conditions. The 
| Hungarian Government tries to Magy- 
arise them. They are persecuted for 
holding to their own ancestral faith, 
for speaking Roumantian, for wearing 
the Roumanian tricoler, for teaching 
their children Roumantan. It is dif- 
ficult for them to acquire land. They 
all yearn for land. They therefore leave 
Hungary for the United States, where 
they can believe, live and worship as 
they please and live up totheir ancestra) 
traditions. After working in factories 
they acquire means whereby they are 
enabled to purchase land. 

The head of the Greek Orthodox 
Church, however, feels that ft fs best 
for them to stay in their native land. 
He says that many of the emigrants 
become maimed tn the mills and leave 
behind them widows and orphans, as 
large numbers are killed at their work. 
Then, too, those who have no ambition 
of any kind are left behind, thus de- 
moralizing the Roumanian province.

FAMED RALEIGH PIPE 
TO BE SOLD AT AUCTION 


Relic Which Sir Walter Smoked 
on Gallows Offered High- 


A est Bidder. 
LONDON, 








Dec. 2 —The pipe which Sir 
Walter Raleigh smoked as he walked to 
the gallows will soon be offered for sale 
by a London dealer in antiquities, The 
last smoke of the man who introduced 
tobacco Into Europe was enjoyed in a 
pipe which plainly shows its American 
origin. Ornamented in savage style, it 
is made of Virginia maple wood, which 
has been carved into a number of heads 
representing dogs and Indians. In its 
stem is a whistle which the knight'‘was 
supposed to have used in summoning nis 
servants. 

According to the history of this inter- 
esting relic, Raleigh smoked it on the 
scaffold, and at the last moment hand- 
ed it to Bishop Andrews as a memento. 
To those who claimed descent from <zhe 
Bishop the pipe belonged for many 
years. It has been in the hands of the 
family of its present owner for the nast 
200 years. Fifty years ago it Was ex- 
hibited at the Buildhall by the Arche- 
ological Society.

She declares she was 
practically forced into the settlement 
by her husband’s conduct and alleged 
misrepresentations, 

Auer Denies Charges. 

Through Attorney William § F. 
Woerner the defendant has filed an 
ancwer attacking the right of Mrs. 
Auer to base her money claim on the 
value of her husband's inheritance 
at the death of'his parents. “What- 
ever secret. or expressed hopes,” the 
answer recites, “she might have en- 
tertained, based upon the early de- 
mise of defendant’s parents, she had 
no right in law or equity to speculate 
upon the length of the lives of his 
parents, even if in fact she was bas- 
ing her money caleulations thereon” 

In his answer Auer dentes the 
charge of his former wife that he 
induced her to sue for divorce and 
also denies her claim that he squan- 
dered his income with other women 
or made them costly presents while 
his wife’ wanted for necessaries. He 
says that since 1907 she has har- 
rassed him with litigation, - having 
filed two separate maintenance suits, 
one suit for money for the support 
of their child and. the divorce suit. 
He says he continued to pay the $10 
a month on account of the child un- 
til August, when Mrs. Auer refused 
to accept further payments.

Auer’s father was the owner of 
the garden at Grand and Magnolia 
avenues,*for many years the head- 
quarters of South Side Democratic 
politicians. The garden recently was 
sold for $50,000.

McNamara received from the executive 
board of the International.

ARROW DECLARES

DARROW URGED THE 

CONFESSIONS ONLY TO 

SAVE CLIENTS’ LIVES 
LOS ANGELES, Cal, Dec. 2. . 
LL known angles in the unex- 
A pected termination of the Mc- 
Namara murder Case were 
summed up tonight by  Clar- 
ence S.' Darrow, chief 6f counsel 
for the defense, in a statement dic- 
tated to the Associated Press. The 
statement is as follows: 

‘No motive of any sort entered, 
into the dispasition of. the McNa- 
mara cases, except the welfare of 
the mén accused of murder. 

“Believing, as I did, that the ac- 
tion taken would savé the lives of 
the accused men, I had‘no more: 
right to refuse it than a doctor 
would have to forbear an operation 
on a patient to save his life. 

“A committee of Los Angeles 
people, beginning work. Noy. 20, 
made it possible to accomplish the 
result. 

“How much their efforts had to . 
do with the State’s .Attornéy, I 
cannot tell, but it was at their in- 
tercession that negotiations were 
begun by attorneys for the defense. 
I expected the final action every 
day after this movement was com- 
menced, and it was taken the first 
minute that an nema es was 
reached. 

“It was impossible to delay .ac- 
tion beyond the time an wunder- 
standing was reached, on account 
of the imminent danger we were in 
for two weéks of having thé mat- * 
ter become public property, and 
thus making the end @ifficult to 
achieve.

McLaren said his information was 
that James B. McNamara declared he 
harbored no resentment against Mc- 
Manigal now. 

While Judge Bordwell has refused to 

commit himself in any way, persons 
close to him say he was pleased with 
thé manner in which the trial had ter- 
minated. 
, Friends of Attorney ‘Darrow fear that 
he is on the verge of a physical break- 
down. In the last few nights he has 
tossed about restlessly in his sleep and 
he has eaten but little. His face today 
was white and haggard. Never before in 
his life, he admitted, had he encoun- 
tered so tersible a strain. He was op- 
timistic about his health, however, de- 
claring. he had faith in his strong con- 
stitution. 

Feeling that he had done his’ best for 
the McNamaras, Attorney Darrow re- 
celved in bitter silence the attacks which 
he assumed to be aimed at him in com- 
ments of labor leaders. 

“They will all understand in,time,” he 
said. ‘I never told Samuel Gompers or 
anyone else that J. B. McNamara was 
innocent. I always had believed, how- 
ever, that John J. had nothing toe do 
with the Times disaster, though I 
learned of his connection with the 
Llewellyn explosion. Whatever tnfor- 
mation came to Mr. Gompers about the 
guilt or innocence of the McNamaras 
probably eame from the accused men 
themsel ves.’’ 

Attorney Darrow declared further- 
more that he originally did not want 
to defend\the McNamaras, but had been 
persuaded te do so by labor leaders. 
Even on learning of their guilt later, he 
said, he felt he was right in saving hu- 
man life. 

Attorney Darrow does not . believe in 
capital punishment. 

Most difficult of all attacks to bear, 
it was apparent, was that which in- 
volved the McNamara defense fund. 
Attorney Darrow confirthed the fact 
that $190,000 had,been raised for the two 
brothers and had been at his disposal. 

Confronted with the statement that 
labor leaders expected that much of 
this would be refunded, he answered 
that he ’couldn’t see how it could be 
done.

TEHERAN, Dec. 2.—Persia is in a 


ferment over the warlike action of 
Russia, and the excitement in _ the 
capital today was intense at the news 
of the Russian advance. Placards 
Were posted proclaiming ‘Death or 
independence,” both on the walls of 
the egity and on the legations., 

Thousands of persons formed in 
procession and marched past the le- 
gations. To ndd to the excitement, 
two prominent politicians were as- 
sassinated. 

Persia’s reply to Russia’s ultimatum 
is calm. It gives reasons for the re- 
Jection of Russia’s demands and in- 
vites the Russian Government to ex- 
amine into the facts more closely and 
then reformulate the demands. 

Messages from the »rovinces assure 
the Persian Government of unlimited 
support. A general boycott on Rus- 
sian goods has commenced and the 
people are preventing the use of the 
Russian tramway. M. Lecoffre, whose 
appointment was employed as an ar- 
gument against W. Morgan Shuster, 
the American Treasurer-General, was

Flight With Mother’s Husband 
Due to Aversion to Life of 
Actress, She Says. 





Whether it is wrong to elope with the 
husband of one’s mother” depends a 
rood deal upon the relations of mother 
and daughter. If the daughter has any 
truly filial sense it is wrong. But if 
the daughter regards her mother only 
as a sister and the two are in love with 
the same man—then such an elopement 
is purely a strategem in legitimate war- 
fare. 

These are conclusions drawn from her 
experience by Della Miller, 16 years old, 
of Kansas City, who was arrested here 
Friday with William H. Schoeller, her 
stepfather.

Louis, July 8, 1911, they were known as 
husband and wife. 

Regarded Mother as Sister. 

“It all happened this way,” tl. gir} 
explained to a repor‘er for the Post- 
Dispatch last night. ‘“‘Since my .ather 
dicd@I have lived at the home cf my 
frandmother in Kansas City. After her 
marriage to Schoeller, my mother lived 
ir. a different part of the city. I looked 
upon her rather as an older siste: and 
went to visit her once in every three or 
four weeks. There was practicalty 
nothing of the relationship between 
mother and daughter between us. 

‘“‘My mother’s sister, Grace Washburn, 
with whom she is living in New York, 
is. a successful actress. I have -vhat 
has been called a good voice and have 
sung in Kansas City church choirs and 
taken part in amateur theatricals. My 
mother decided I -vught to go on the 
stage. 

Loved Stepfather. 

“TI didn’t want to do this. Once when 
I was at mother’s Mr. Schoeller asked 
why I didn’t Visit them oftener. He 
sympathized with my aversion to the 
stage. We became better acquainted, 
and I fell in love with him. That's all 
there was to it. 

“It wasn’t as if we had lived as 
mother and daughter,’’ she continued, as 
i? anxious to emphasize that point: ..e 
never were like that towards each 
other.’’ 

The girl did not seem to be worried 
about her affairs. In the matron’s room 
she exchanged reminiscences with Mrs. 
Julia M. Kittinger-McHenry, the woman 
who was detained when esta abelaits 
in man’s attire. 

Schoeller was taciturn, refusing to 
make any statement except the admis- 
sions the police were able to dra, from 
him with great difficulty. He admitted 
he was formerly a policeman, then a 
fireman in Kansas City, and that he 
vas a Democratic politician there. He 
said he left that city when Hadley was 
elected «Ov -nor. He is proprietor of a 
saloon at 6130 Easton avenue, where he 
and the girl were arrested. 

The pair are being held as fugitives 
on the strength of a letter recéived by 
the police from Mrs. Schoeller.

BILL PROVIDES APPEAL 





Measure to Be Introduced Mon- 
day Regulates Injunctions in 
Interstate Cases.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The fight 


to’ abolish the recently offganized 
Commerce Court, one of President 
Taft’s favorite projects, which is to 
be led ‘in the House of Representa- 
tives by Representative Sims of Ten- 


nessee, will open Monday, when Sims 


will introduce a bill to carry out his 
purpose. 

The measure, made public today, 
provides that all cases now consid- 
ered in the Commerce Court shall 
in the future be handled in the Fed- 
eral District Courts, and for an ap- 
peal direct to the Supreme Court. 

The bill also authorizes an appeal 
from the: District Court to the Su- 
preme Court on an injunction re- 
straining an order of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission; and provides 
that such appeals’ shall be given 
preference over all but criminal 
cases, by the Supreme Court. 

Provision is made that no injunc- 
tion shall issue against an order of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
unless the court can point to. evi- 
dence that irreparable injury will re- 
sult from the enforcement of the 
order. In no case shall an injunction 
against an order of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission be effective 
for more than 90 days.

He received his grammar, high 
school, normal and collegiate educa- 
tion abroad. He reached America 
June 28, 1869, and came almost di- 
rectly to St. Louis. 

From 1869 to 1871 he was a stu- 
isant. He taught English litera- 
old St. Stanislaus seminary at Flor- 
issant. Hée taught English litera- 
ture in St. Louis University from 1871 
to 1874, when he entered Woodstock 
College, Maryland, to study philos; 
ophy. While he was a student there 
he was ordained a priest by Car- 
dinal Gibbons, April 3, 1880. 

Career as Educator. 

In 1881 he became president and 
teacher in Detroit college. In 1889 
he was made provincial superior of 
the Jesuit institutions of the Mid- 
dle West. In 1894 he was made 
spiritual director of St. Stanislaus 
Collegé in 1894. Two years later he 
was made supcrior of the Jesuit in- 
stitutions of California and became 
identified with St. Ignatius college 
in San Francisco. 

He was there when the earthquake 
wrecked that city and the buildings 
of his college were ruined. He set

HARM THAN GOOD 


Referee Sharpe Claims a Ma. 
jority of Handlers Do Not 
Know Their Real Duties. 


BIG SEASON FOR SPORT 


Tournaments Are More Numer-

OXING tournaments for ama- 
teurs are more numerous now 
in St. Louis than ever before, 

due in main to the fact that our ath- 

letic clubs are giving the sport an 
impetus that spells healthy existence, 

In addition to this, the boys who par- 

ticipate in these tournaments are 

being losely scrutinized by local offi- 
cers of the Amateur Athletic Union, : 
sO as to guard against “ringers,” and 
none but the simon-pure may enter. 
The physical ability of all entrants 
to safely enter into competition is 
carefully noted, and handsome med- 


als, watches, fobs and cups are given 


to the winners of first, second and 
All these things are an 
incentive to the development of box- 
ing abllity, and the result ts shown 
in the number of boys here whose 
skill is far above the average, 

The development of gcod “sec- 
onds” is not keeping’ pace with the 
development of good boxers, however. 
Many who have been seen assisting 
in the corners between rounds do 
more harm than good, because, tn- 
stead of exerting a soothing and rest- 
ful influence, they keep their charges — 
in such a turmoil ‘of excitement that 
at times it is actually a relief to the 
boxer when the rest period of one” 
minute is at an end. 

Rest and Air Needed. 

Generally speaking, a boy itn good 
physical condition needs nothing 
more than rest and plenty of good, 
fresh air after each, round in these 
amateur affairs, where the bouts can 
never be of more than four rounds. 
and more frequently are of three. 
Now and then it may be necessary to 
apply a little water or collodian to 
siop a flow of blood from the nose or 
from some minor cut for these things 
will happen in so strenuous a sport 
as boxing, but are seldom serious and 
are soon forgétten. 

good second will take care of 
thése things without much trouble 
and with but little discomfort to his 
man. But the second who douses his 
man with cold water; nearly smoth- 
ers him by covering his face with a 
Turkish towel and then insisting that 
he snuff smelling salts or ammonia, 
and finishes by making him drink 
water from a bottle whether he wants 
it or not, is a positive handicap.

Remember he its doing the hox- 
ing, and doing {tt the best he can, 

If your man ts knocked out, see 
that he has afr and is breathing 
freely, then dou’t disturb him un- 
til he regains consciousness. 

Don’t hesitate to let your man 
quit if he is “all in.” I¢ may be 
dangerous to continue,

WOULD PROHIBIT 
MUFFLER-CUT-OUT 
NOISE AND SMOKE 


Councilman Fletcher’s Anti-Noise 
and Fumes Bill Indorsed by 
Automobile Club. 





The Automobile Club of St. Louis 
favors the passage of the ordinance in- 
troduced in the City Council by Coun- 
cilman Fletcher, prohibiting the unnec- 
essary emission of smoke from automo- 
biles while on the streets, prohibiting 
cutting out mufflers and regulating the 
use of horns and other signaling de- 
vices. i 

“Our Board of Governors and Legisla- 
tive Committee,’’ said Roy F. Britton, 


president of the club, “have made an 
investigation and study of similar or- 
dinances in force in ‘other cities; and 
we believe Dr. Fletcher’s bill embodies 
the best ideas on the subject. Foul- 
smelling smoke, the loud and rapid re- 
ports made by the exhaust, when the 
muffler is cut.out, and horns giving 
forth long screeching blasts are nuis- 
ances which ought to be abated. The 
club always vigorously opposes all will- 
ful, improper uses>’of motor cars which 
militate against those who use their 
cars “and appliances legitimately and 
with care, for we know that public 
sentiment is not discriminating; it does 
not separate the good motorist from the 
bad one, but subjects them all to con- 
Cemnation when it is aroused by any 
sort of vicious practice. 
Oppose Muffler Cutout. 

‘The use of muffler cutouts is not 
necessary in the city where there are 
no long, steep hillse Smoke is not a 
usual accompaniment to the normal op- 
eration of the car. An investigation has 
developed the fact that the emission of 
smoke is more often due to the careless 
operation than the inherent vice of the 
machine. 

‘We have tried to educate motorists to 


vent them from being objectionable to 
pedestrians, but there are always a few 
who are careless of consequences. Our 
experience is that 10 per cent spoil ‘the 
game’ for the other 90 per cent, and we 
have concluded that an ordinance is 
now necessary to prevent these abuses. 

“The regulation of the signaling de- 
vice presents the greatest difficulties. 
There has been some talk of permitting 
only bulb or reed horns to be used. We 
think this would be a mistake. In the 
downtown districts the noises of the 
street cars and other traffic drown the 
sound of suth a horn at times when an 
alarm is most necessary. 

Want Sharp Harsh Horns. 

‘The short, harsh blast is much motre 
effective as a signal of alarm and is the 
most desirable, from the standpoint of 
doing away with unnecessary noise. 
Where a bulb horn is used, there is a 
tendency to blow it frequently at short 
intervals, in order to make sure that it 
is heard. One short blast from the harsh 
noted horn, however, is usually all that 
is negessary. It’s use, therefore, mini- 
mizges not only the number of sounds 
but also the risk of injury to pedes- 
trians. 
“There is a class of horns that are 
sO Operated that when they are once 
started they cannot be stopped until 
they have emitted a long, strident shriek. 
These are the most objectionable and in 
the proposed ordinance are absolutely 
prohibited. 
“On country roads it is frequently nec- 
essary and desirable to sound a long, 
loud, harsh «note, and the ordinance 
should, therefore, not prohibit the use 
of horns that are capable of doing this 
when necessary. There are horns which 
will give a short, sharp blast, or a long 
one, according to the manner in which 
they are operated. Dr. Fletcher’s bi!) 
permits the use of these horns, and ab- 
solutely prohibits the unnecessary 
of alarms or signaling devices of 
kind in the city.

CONGRESS OPENS . 
FOR Ble SESSION 
AT NOON MONDAY 


Leaders Predict Politics Will 
Play Important Part in Shap- 
ing of Legislation. 


DEMOCRATS WILL LEAD 
United House Majority Will Ori- 


ginate Measures Under Un- 
derwood’s Direction. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The second 
session of the Sixty-Second Congress 
will convene at noon Monday. Republhi- 
cans control the Senate and Democrats 
the House. 

This promises to be one of the most 
interesting session of Congress of recent 
years. It is predicted by leaders on 
both sides that politics will play a great 
part in the shaping of incidents and 
measures. Republicans and Democrats 
will trim their sails for 1912. 

The House will take the lead in all 
legislation. The Senate will wait for 
House measures. The. pilot of the 
House is Oscar W. Underwood, majority 
leader, and four-fifths of the Democratic 
representatives are willing to follow his 
leadership. 

At the close of the last session there 
was considerable talk about a breech 
between the Clark and Underwood sup- 
porters because of the controversy that 
William J. Bryan precipitated upon 
Underwood. Some of Clark’s friends, 
James of Kentucky among them, did 
not like Bryan’s criticism of Underwood, 
and the two leaders will enter the House 
Monday with forces united as one man. 
The harmony that prevails among the 
House Democrats is more pronounced 
today than at any time since the elec- 
tions of 1908. 

First Message on Trusts. 

Immediately after-Congress convenes 
ifonday committees will be appointed 
by the Senate and the House to notify 
the President that the two bodies are 
ready for business. This being the sec- 
ond session, there will be no elaborate 
preliminaries. Taft has announced that 
his first message, which will be sent 
over Monday, will be upon the subject 
of trusts. A little later—inside of 10 
days, fperhaps—he will send another 
message on foreign relations. Just be- 
fore Congress recesses for the Christmas 
holidays the President’s message on 
wool and cdtton will be sent in. This 
will be followed, after Christmas, by a 
message on metals. 

The House has before it some impor- 
tant tasks. First comes the reduction 
of the tariff schedules, then consid- 
eration of amen@ments to the Sherman 
law, and a bill to provide for the oper- 
ation of the Panama Canal. The inves- 
tigating committees will make their re- 
ports, and one or two more investiga- 
tions may be ordered. The reports of 
the special committees to investigate 
the Steel and Sugar trusts will be most 
interesting. The former is almost ready 
to report, and the latter will be ready 
@arly in the new year. 

Amendments will be offered to the In- 
terstate commerce laws, the laws con- 
trolling Alaska and other territories, 
and the pure food and drug act and a 
parcels post bill will be strenuously ad- 
vocated in both houses.

“Confident "that the American people 
are tired of tariff tinkering and that 
» they prefer substantial legislation that 
will give them greater economic*secur- 
ity and political freedom,’’ Representa- 
tive Berger, Socialist from Wisconsin, 
announced today: “I will introduce a 
number of bills which will touch th 
economic problem and not play with th 
surface.” 

Berger announces bills on natlonaliza- 
tion of railways, express companies, 
coal mines and telegraphs and _ tele- 
phones, and for woman suffrage and in- 
heritance tax. \He- introduced at the 
last session bills providing for old-age 
pensions, abolition of the Senate and an 
amendment to the extradition laws, “‘to 
prevent a recurrence of kidnaping, as 
in the McNamara case.” 

In the House, Monday, Representative 
Martin W. Littleton of New York, 
member of the spécial] committee of in- 
quiry in the United States Stéel Cor- 
poration, will attack Henry B. Martin, 
secretary of the so-called Anti-Trust 
League, charging that Martin has de- 
ceived the committee as to his purpose 
in agitating the investigation and 1s in 
league with David Lamar, a bear broker 
in Wall street, to depress United States 
Steel stock. 

Chairman Stanley may submit the 
question of procedure in the Steel Trust 
inquiry to the House anu ask the Com- 
mittee on Rules to bring in an amended 
resolution authorizing his committee to 
investigate the Steel Trust’s operations 
and their relation to the Sherman law, 
in spite of the Government's suit. 
Should this be asked the. Democratic 
majority of the House undoubtedly 
would support the request. 

The Senate has a number of special 
matters on hand which will keep many 
of its members busy for months. The 
most important of these is the series of 
hearings being conducted by the Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce to as- 


ator by bribery and corruption is near- 
ing a conclusion. A special committee 
took testimony during the entire sum- 
mer. It will resume its sittings in this 
city Tuesday, and a report will be f 
mulated soon after the holiday recess. 
Discussion and a final vote on the ex-’ 
clusion of Lorimer will accupy much 
time.

The Senate must take first action 
in the matter of approving the en- 
dowmeénts proposed by John dD, 
Rockefeller for his foundation to ber- 
efit humanity at large, and that of 
Andrew Carnegie to.further interna- 
tional peace. Both will be antago- 
nized on the ground that they are 
plans to perpetuate great fortunes. 

It is regarded as certain that some 
compromise will be arranged. by 
which senators may be elected by di- 
rect vote. The bills passed by the 
Senate and House now are in contem 
ence. 

Senator Gallinger today told his 
senatorial friends he had reconsid- 
ered his recent decision to resign and 
would proceed with his duties. Next

‘‘Bring Both National Conven- 
tions to St. Louis.”’ 


Assurance of reasonable hotel rates is 
demanded by Urey Woodson, secretary 
of the Democratic National Committee, 
as a condétion to his support of St. wouis 
in the @ontest for the national conven- 
tion of 1912. 

The Business Men's League commit- 
tee, which 
the meetings of the Republican National 
Committee, Dec. 12, and that of 
Democratic committee, Jan. 8, will be 
prepared to give such assurance, ac- 
cording to Secretary Saunders of the 
league. 

In. a letter from Owensboro, Ky., re- 
ceived by the Post-Dispatch yesterday, 
Secretary Woodson, who is Democratic 
committeeman for Kentucky, said: 

“T am wholly uncommitted to any 
particular city, but I think I 
shown in the past my interest in St. 
Louis. I voted for St. Louis in 1904 
in spite of the fact that I had also voted 
for another Missouri city (Kansas City) 
in 1900. : 

“Much will depend upon the proposi- 
tion that St. Louis makes to the Lemo- 
cratic National Committee. One of the 
chief points will be the obligation the 
hotel organization of the city may be 
willing to make. We always have the 
pledge of the hotel organizations that 
they will not raise rates, but by the 
time the convention is held we find 
them insisting upon putting at 
four men in a room that ordinarily rents 
for $2, charging them $10 a ant end re- 
quiring them to keep it five or six days. 

“The hotel men justify this by “&4y- 
ing they must fill each room to its 
capacity, but the hotel man is the 
sole judge of the capacity of his 
rooms and insists upon stacking in 
guests without reference to. their 
comfort. Thus he makes a $2 room 
produce $H per day, protesting at 
the same time he 
rates. * | 

“This, I do not believe our commit- 
tee will stand for again; therefore, 
in my ‘opinion, the best thing your 
organization ean do for St. Louis in 
this * matter is first get the hotel 
keepers association to sign up a rea- 
sonable iron-clad obligation in this 
matter which cannot be violated.”

“Replies have been received,” said 
Saunders, “to letters sent from this 
office to the large hotels. Each has 
stated definitely the rate it will 
charge. In every case these rates are 
reasonable. I made an especial in- 
quiry from two of the largest hotels 
as to the very matter that Mr., Wood- 
eon speaks of—how many men would 
be put in a room, and how much they 
would expect to get out of what is 
ordinarily a single room. 

“Tl was told that a room ordinarily 
renting to one person,for $5 a day 
would be expected to yield not more 
than $7.50, or $3.75 each for two oc- 
cupants. If a man .wanted it for 
himself, he would have to pay $7.50. 

“That struck me as_ reasonable. 
Two in a room is the usual rule in 
convention time, and the hotels caa- 
not be expected, to accommodate two 
men for the price of one. 

“Other hotels have stated exactly 
what they will. charge in convention 
time. The Términal states that its 
maximum for a single room with bath 
will be $2.50, for a double room with 
bath $3. The St. James says its rates 
will be $1 for a room without bath, and 
$1.50 with bath. The Stratford makes 
the same rate, with a maximum of $2 
for room with bath, and the .Hamilton 
says single rooms will be $1.50, and that 
when more thanNone ‘is in a roem, each 
will pay $1. The Buckinghat™ says its 
rooms will be $2.50 to $6, with $1 extra 
for a room occupied by more than one. 

Rates Will Not Cause Complaint. 

“Those rates are not of the sort that 
will cause complaint. There has been 
complaint, generally well founded, at 
most national conventions, about hotel 
rates. Generally thfs is due to the fact 
that latge contributions to convention 
funds are expected from the hotels, 
which naturally feel that they must get 
the money, back. 

‘The national committees have grown 
rather ‘skeptical about promises in this 
line, and I don’t know that an ‘iron- 
clad agreement’ of the sort Mr. Wood. 
son suggests is feasible. But I believe 
we can convince the national committees 
that they will be fairly treated here. 

“Although St. Louls had the World's 
Fair on its hands at the time of ths 
Inst national convention here, there Was 
less complaint about rates than there 
has been in most cities. We have three 
hew big hotels since then.

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—Final! decree of 
divorce in favor of Mrs. Elizabeth: M. 
Chester, wife of George Randolph Ches- 
ter, the writer, was signed poday by 
Supreme Justice Guy. . 

The decree makes it lawful for the 
plaintiff to marry again, but prohibits 
the defendant from remarrying until 
the plaintiff's death. Custody of the two 
children, George Randolp Jr. and Robert 
Fey Chester, is awarded the mother, 
although the father may see them. 

The sum of $2400 a year is allotted to 
Mrs. Chester for the maintenance and 
education of the children. Mrs. Chester 
is given $1600 a year alimony. 

Chester mistook -the interlocutory de- 
cree signed Aug. 23 as a final one and 
remarried, His present wife was for- 
merly Mrs. Lilian Daremo.

In the color of its muscles, 
which are red like those of land animals, the 
sea elephant differs from the seal; whose flesh 
is black... Sea elephants, like whales and por- 
> poiges, have a thick layer of blubber covering 
ed _ thetr: bodies, while in seals there is only a smal! 

yet fat attached to the skin. The fur 
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of the seal is one of the most valuable in com- 
merce, while that of the sea elephant is worth- 
less. 

The formidable character of thie beasts, one 
of which sometimes weighs a ton, is shown by 
the following extracts from Prof. Moseléy’s jour- 
nal: ‘j|. ° 

“Lieut. Channef, who had been shooting’ with 
me, went up to the big male sea elephant and 
began hammering him cn the ncse With a stick 


‘heavily loaded with lead, but without any effect 


beyond enraging the beast to the utmost. The 
animal was not stunned by the blows, because 


the skull of the sea elephant is} protected above 


by a high intermuscular ridge or crest, and the 
bones around the nostrils are very strong. In 
these points the sea elephant is different from 
the fur seal, 

“The beast raised itself on its fore-flippers 
and at the same time twisted up its tail in the 
air. The trunk became inflated and erect, the 
animal blowing it full of air. The beast raised 
its head and opened its huge mouth to the wid- 
est, showing formidable teeth and a capacious 
gullet, from which issued a loud and angry roar, 
consisting of a series of quickly succeeding deep 
gutteral explosions. \He bit savagely gt a stick 
and twisted it out of our hands, If the beast 
had got hold of Channer he would have bitten a 
limb to pieces at one crunch.

we found cannibals.

Island. I was standing in the bow, and was as 
tonished to see a huge, dark, moving Mass on 
the sand. I called to Lieut. Stanley, who had 
an army rifle, and pointed out the unexpected 
object. He commanged the men ‘to cease rowing. 

“I don’t know what it is, but I’m going to 
shoot it anyway,” said Stanley. 

He fired; the big creature sprang-from the 
sand, dropped, and scuffled desperately towards 
the water. “Stanley emptied the magazine of 


his rifle into the, body, and the brute fell dead 
with its head in the surf. 

What was our astonishment at discovering that 
our prey was a great bull sea elephant, 20 feet 
long, four feet thick, and weighing probably 
2000 pounds! Many scientists had believed that 
these lumbering creatures of the deep had be 
come extinet. Our good fortune led us to dis- 
cover that-the species is still in. existence. 

We returned to the ship and reported our 
find to the other members of the party. It 
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proved that they had been even more fortunate 
than we, because they had sighted a large herd 
of the monsters and had succeeded in capturing 
six yearling calves, which were kept alive. 

The next day we attempted to make further 
investigations. A heavy surf was running, and 
it was only with the greatest difficulty and much 
danger that a landing was effected on the steep 
beath. It was for fhis reason, no doubt, that 
the. beasts had chosen the island. 

We found 50 of the old and young sea ele 
nhants suming -themselves.in the sand. As 
they moved slowly, we. were able to get close to 
them. ‘They had  proBably never seen a man 
before and did not seem afraid. We waved 
articles of clothing to anger them. Then they 
rose on their flippers, bent their heads back to- 
wards their tails and roared with rage. By 
quick footwork we kept out of the reach of their 


‘deadly teeth. We shot; beveral of them.

death, Charles von der Ahe, also @ member of 
the “Nixie Fighters,” was murdered in a saloon 
at Twenty-first street and Lucas avenue. 

During the hour. df consciousness which ge- 
mained before he died, Von der Ahe was entreated 
te disclose the name of his murderer, but refused. 
The police were convinced that there was a close 
connection between the first murder and the sec-

So closely was the policy of silence 
followed that little concerning the murder could 
be learned, save that Von der Ahe, falling, cried:

What manner of nien are these who, in a great 
American city in the twentieth century, with ite 
unequaled system of public schools, its hundreds 
of churches and its thousands of peaceful homes, 
revert to the code of private vengeance of the 
middle ages, or of the wilds of Corsica? 

They are nearly all young men, born in Amer- 
ica. To find the germ of the gang, one must gc, 
back to the sidewalks and vacant lots of the North 
End, some twelve or fourteen years ago. Not 
longer ago, for some of the members, -voteis 
though they may be in fact, are under legal age 
and are but a few years beyond the Juvenile 
Court’s purview. 

They were then boys who, chased by a-.police- 
man for the chance smashing of a window by a 
baseball, or dfiven by a policeman from the grass 
of a little square where they were trying to fly 
their kites, grew to believe all policemen their 
enemies. 

The first of the number arrested and taken to 
police court became to his cémrades a hero, 
whose glory dimmed that of the stars of baseball 
or of pugilism. For him and his comrades, it be- 
came a dream, a resolve, to “do up” a policeman 
some day. 

Many of the boys, growing up and itiainimes the 
viewpoint of orderly society, forgot this youthful 
vow. 

A few did not forget. A few never forgave so- 
ciety and the law for the restraint imposed- upon 
their boyish pleasures. A few progressed from 
roistering to robbery and murder. 

Tony Foley, for instance, who was one’ of 
the “Bottoms Gang,” had at first an ambition to 
thrash policemen, and, attempting the feat with 
his hands, usually suffered a drubbing from the 
bluecoat’s club. Foley finally armed himself with 
a revolver, and it was not long before he had fired 
it at one of his patrolmen enemies. The result. 
was a penitentiary sentence of five years after

mong most boy8, in. school or on the street, 
to “snitch” is to. commit the unpardonable sin. 
A schoolboy who tells the teacher which of his 
comrades drew a caricature of the pedagogue on 
the blackboard, or which of them put a tack in 
the teachér’s chair, is at once sent to Coventry. 

This youthful hatred of the “snitch” was ac- 
centuated when the boys, growing up, associated 
themselves into a gang. It was no longer the ques- 
tion of a caning with the teacher’s birch. The law 
had taken, the place of the pedagogue, and the 
law’s punishmients were the penitentiary ard even 
the gallows. 

Just as the boy in school who, beaten by one of 
his fellows, became a hero by refusing to tell the 
name of his assailant and deliver him over to 
punishment, so, the dying gangster, even though 
shot from ambush, held it a sort of point of honor 
to pass out of life with his lips sealed.

Among other members of the gang, the rule 
usually was ‘Stick by the live one; the dead one 
doesn’t count.” In consequence, there would le« 
no interest in surrendering the murderer to the 
police. If any member of the gang felt that he 
had been privately wronged by the murder, be was 
at liberty to revenge it if he wished; confident of 
immunity unless some other member, in turn 
continued the bloody chain by Willing him. 

Thus these organizations exist as a lawless can- 
cer on the civic body. As in the case of the “Bot- 
toms Gang,” the police believed that their surgery 
had completely removed the disease. But !t ap- 
pears that some of ‘its filaments remained and 
have sprouted again into a new growth, wit’ all 
the formidable characteristics peculiar to the first 
cancef. s 

The police confess the difficulty of coping with 
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One police captain after another at- 
tempted for a considerable period to deal witi 
the “Bottoms Gang.” During the perioi of tre 
warfare between the police-.and the band there 
were frequent fights between champions on both 
sides near Jefferson avenue and Olive street. 
Frank Hussey fought and was arrested more than 
difty times. There were several murders within 
the gang itself, and the murderers, shielded by the 
“mum” ethics, went free, to the rage of the police. 

The gang attacked Politeman Stapleton and 
wrested from him his club and revolver. Foley, 
with the patrolman’s own pistol, fired several 
shots at him. The gang’s code saved all but 
Foley, whom the policeman positively identified. 
He received a penitentiary sentence, but was 
freed on bond pending’an appealsto the Supreme 
Court. 

In this interval he had scope for other ex- 
ploits. He was rearrested when another police- 
man was shot in a ‘social” Club, the Olive 
street hayen of Foley and his friends. He and 
others were arrested for wrecking a restaurant 
on Highth stiesi, and for ‘entering another res- 
tauant on Jefferson avenue and striking a cus- 
tomer on the head with an iron bar. Then it 
was that the police declared war, and sent Foley 
with half a dozen of his most spirited lieutenants 
to the penitentiary. 

While the “Bottoms Gang” has figured more 
frequently upon the police blotters, it 
achieve the deadly reputation won by another 
gang, called “Egan's Rats,” which infestéd Broad- 
way near Biddle street. They, too, weré,believed 
to have political support, and the series of crimes 
with which they horrified the city in 1909 was an 
earnest of what may come again in the future, 
whenever the “institution of the “gang” is per- 
mitted to obtain a foothold. 

The first to fall was Samuel Young, a constable 
and a political, power in Democratic politics in 
North St. Louis.

true gem-lovers, such as the late Henry. Ward 
Beecher, for whom beauty was at once a virtue 
and a charm against superstition.

‘day Season in 
Preparing to Go 
to the Railroad, 
Which Is to be 
Built Through the 
“Short Grass 


Country”. 


WO county-seat towns in 
Southwestern Kansas 
will . be moved bodily 
for miles across the 
prairie to new locations 
on a railroad that igs to 
be built this winter. 
Two courthouses, two 
jails, two hotels, the 
churches, store buildings 
and dwellings ip the 
two towns of Santa Fe 
and Hugoton will be put 
on wheels and “snaked” 
over the level plain for distances of six and nine 
miles respectively. 

Two other county-seat towns, Ulysses and 
Richfield, may not be moved in their “ entirety, 
because they would have longer distances to go, 
and one of them has a stone courthouse that 
could not be moved, but it is believed that the 
towns to be built on the new railroad, upwards 
of 25 miles away, will ‘eave them practically 
depopulated and that many of the frame build- 
ings in each of them will be hauled to the rail- 
road. 

The stockholders of the Santa Fe Railroad, in 
annual meeting in Topeka, last month, increased 
the capital stock by several] million dollars. The 
greater part of this money is to be used in 
building a “cutoff’ 157 miles plumb line over the 
level prairie through the “short grass” district of 
Southwest Kansas to Colman, N. M., where it 
will join the main line again: This cutoff will 
eliminate the “big loop” that curves north, west 
and south over the difficult Raton Mountains 
in Colorado. It will save 100 miles and four 
hours in time to transcontinental trains. 

But the }Wew road, traversing four of the five 
now railroadless counties of Kansas, will not 
touch a town or village in all its length. Going in 
a straight line over the prairies, level as a table 
top, the road wil] be no nearer than six miles 
to any of the four county seat towns. In those 
towns is gloom and disappointment and, since 


' the railroad will not come to them, they are pre- 


paring to go to the railroad. 

It seems like a freak of fate that the new rail- 
road is to pass through the spot where’ once 
stood the town of Woodsdale, nine miles from 
Hugoton, the county seat of Stevens County. 

Six men were killed in the county seat fight 
between Hugoton and Woodsdale. That was 20 
years ago. 

Hugoton won the fight and has grown to be 
a@ considerable town, with a courthouse, a church, 
a bank, a newspaper and a street full of stores. 
Woodsdale, nine miles to the north, dwindled to 
one house, with a triangle of shanty outhouses. 
Unpainted, weather-beaten and gray, the little 
group of buildings waited for 20 years out upon 
the lonely prairie, while its rival to the south 
prospered and swelled with pride. 

But now the waiting of Woodsdale Postoffice 
i; nearly over. The new railroad has been sur- 
veyed and will pass within a few rods of the 
back end of the Woodsdale cow shed and the 
railrocd company has bought the land and lo- 
cated a townsite there with the only depot in 
Stevens County. This means death to Hugoton 
because Woodsdale will be the only railroad 
town in the county, and the farmers of the 
county will drive there with their produce and 
for their supplies. | 

Already the people of Hugoton realize that, 
and they are buying lots in Woodsdale and get- 
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ting ra.1) (6 move their houses und stores to the 
hew town. It will not be much of a task. The 
prairie between is as level as a tabie top anc 
the buildings are all of frame and small.’ They 
will be mounted on wagons, and hauled away. 

It is admitted that the county seat, courthouse 
and all, will move to the new town. Some say it 
is retributive justice, the grinding of ‘the mills 
ot God. 

Col. Sam. Wood founded the town of Woods- 
dale and was the leader of the faction that 
struggled to make it the county seat. Against 
him was the faction that favored Hugoton. 

There were rough men then in those frontier 
counties, and Col. Wood was drawn to a church 
in Hugoton, where a rude pvorder court was be- 


ing held. He drove up with his wife in a buggy. 


and entered the church. An assassin, lying in 
wait inside the door, shot him. He ran out with 
‘he murderer after him, and, in the presence 
vf his wife, another shot was fired. He fell and 
died in the arms of his wife. Five friends of Col. 
Wood were killed as they slept by a haystack

few left in the mortgaged town to pay and when 
one of the Eastern companies that held the bonds 
brought suit for judgment against the town the 
population got together one night and decided to 
move the town away. This had to be done sc<- 
cretly and before the suit in court went to judg- 
ment. 

Teams and men were brought from all’ varts 
of the county, wagons were put under the bulid- 
ings, and they were hauled three miles to tie 


‘north and set up on a new townsite free of 


debt. 

The hotel was sawed apart in the middle and 
moved in two parts. The opera house was 
sawed into three parts and the courthouse was 
cut in halves. 


The owners of the bonds had no _ recour3e

and then the county seat fight was abandoned. 
And now the vez; town over which those mur- 
ders were done is to be wiped out and its rival 
is to come into its own at last. | 
The town of Ulysses, seat of Grant County, 
has already been moved once. That was threv 
years ago. When the county was organizea 25 


‘years ago Ulysses was three miles from where 


it is now. 


It had a population of 1500 and it voted bonds 
and built a $13,000 schoolhouse of brick burned 
from the soil in the Cimarron Valley, and it 
voted $36,000 in bonds for city ‘mprovements. 
These bonds were sold and then came the years 
of drouth and grasshoppers and the population 
of the whole county shrank to 400 and only 50 
persons were left in Ulysses. 

As the years went by the interest upon the 
city bonds accumulated until it and the principal 
amounted to $75,000. There was no way for the

against the new town. Their mortgage was 
against the land only, and the only buiiding left 
upon the old townsite was the big red brick 
schoolhouse. It sits there today alone, lcoming 
big and lonesome upon the open prairie. . 


Now, had the people of Ulysses moved south 
instead of north, they would have been that much 
nearer the new railroad. There are only 90 per- 
sons in Ulysses now and most of them have de- 
cided to move their buildings south 26 miles to 
the railroad. They say there will be no use 
staying in the old town, 26 miles from a rail- 
road. 

They can haul a housre 26 miles as easily as 
thrée miles over the level prairie. The court- 
house and a few houseS may remain where they 
are because it is in the center of the county, 
‘but already there is strong agitation for the re- 
moval of the county seat, with the courthouse. 


Santa Fe is the luckiest of the four towns. It

will be only six miles from the railroad 
and already it is a settled fact that the 
whole town, bag and baggage, will be 
moved to: the railroad. 

It will not be difficult to move. The 
town has a population of only 150, all 
told, and there is only one street with 
about twenty buildings, all of frame. 

, The most difficult building to move wil] 

be the courthouse, but it is agreed that 
it will be sawed in half, as was done with 
the courthouse of Ulysses, when it was 
moved, and each half moved separately 
and then set up in its new location and 
joined together. 

From the present site{to the new one 
there is not a gully or ®& knoll and the 
town can easily be moved in a week. It 
is proposed to have a big barbecue and 
an old-fashioned frolic to which all the 
men of the county will be invited. There 
are only 300 voters in the whole county, 
and they, with their teams and wagons, 
will soon “snake” the town down to the 
railroad. 

President Ripley of the Santa Fe has 
announced that the new railroad wil] be 
built out beyond Santa Fe before spring, 
and the people of the old town propose 
to move as soon as the ground becomes 
ary and hard and the weather warm 
enough for camping out at night. Until 
the housgs are set up on their new sites 
the population will have to sleep in tents 
on the prairie. 

The jaif in Santa Fe hag never had a 
prisoner in it in the 22 years since it 
was built, but it will be moved with the 
rest of the town. A jail is always a handy 
thing to have around, especially in a 
railroad town. 

Richfield, the seat of Morton County, 
will be 28 miles north of the railroad. 
It has a courthouse of stone that cost 
$35,000, paid for in bonds issued by the 
county. The farmers of the county who 
paid for this courthouse, and who have 
little business in a courthouse anyway, 
will never consent to paying for another 
one. But the people of the town will 
go, and with them will go the greater 
part of the buildings, all of frame. The 
railrcad company:+has laid out a new 
townsite straight south of Richfield, with 
this expectation in view.

A soddie fs built 
by plowing up the primeval sod of the prairie 
and cutting it into squares like bricks and lay- 
ing them up as a brick wall is laid. The roof 
is of sod laid upon poles. A house of sod is

roof is water tight if properly built. A dugout is — 
made by digging a cellar five or six feet deep into 


he earth and roofing it over witn sods.

The people of the Western Kansas prairies 
think nothing of moving houses as far as 50 miles. 
The town of Wallace, whicn naa 5000 popula- 
tion, and several streets of houses and stores, 20 
years ago, is almost depopulated now. Its houses 
were moved in all directions, even so far as 60 
miles over the flat prairie. 

One of the chief factors in inducing the four 
county seat towns to move to the railroad will 
be to avoid the time and expense of hauling in 
supplies. Some of these towns are 50 miles from 
a railroad and nearly everything used there is 
freighted in from the railroad. It costs $6 a ton 
to haul coal to Hugoton and Ulysses, and those 
who use it for fuel pay $12 and $14 a ton for 
it. -Cattle chips are a staple fuel in these towns. 
They are picked up on the prairie and gathered 
in wheelbarrows and wagons. 

Ice is $1.50 a hundred pounds in Ulysses. It 
is packed in straw and hauled 28 miles. Lum- 
ber costs $4 and $6 more a thousand feet in these 
inland towns than on the railway. 

Vegetables and fruit are not grown in the semi- 
arid plateau of the short-grass country, which is 
3000 feet above the sea. They have to be hauled 
in, too. 

Along the line of the new railroad, in the four 
counties, the officials of the Santa Fe have hought 
234,000 acres of land at an average price of $7 an 
acre. They expect to sell it at an average of $20 
an acre when the road is put through. 

The building of the cutoff will leave only one 
county in Kansas that will be without a railroad. 
That will be Stanton County, with a population 
of 1034. 

The four counties of Morton, Grezt, Stevens 
and Haskell, that are to be traversed by the new 
road, have a combined population, according to 
the last census, of 5866. In those four counties 
the only towns are the county seats that are to 
be moved to the railroad. 

In these counties the principal crop is broom 


The houses are few and far between. In these 
counties the children ride on horseback to school, 
often going as far as ten miles. Throughout the 
four counties are hundreds of boys and girls, 
some of them almost fully grown, who have 
never seen a railroad train or even heard the 
whistle of a locomotive. There are hundreds of 
boys and girls who never tasted a strawberry, 
an apple, a pear or a peach. Those fruits do not 
grow in Southwestern Kansas because of the dry 
air, and the high winds. 

A vegetable is seen only on the tables of the 
more prosperous farmers, and they are hauled in 
from. the railroad. The ordinary meal in a soddie 
will consist of griddle cakes made of ground kaf- 
fir corn, which grows at its best on this pla- 
teau, fried pork and occasionally corn or wheat 
bread. 

It may readily be seen from this that the people 
of this sparsely settled country are looking with 
great hope to the coming of a railroad. It will 


- make life easier for them and bring them more 


of the comforts of life, and put them in touch 
with the great throbbing world that now they 
only read about. They realize that the railway 
that will cut a straight line through this large 
section will be the main life artery of the whole 
district, and they are eager to have their homes 


and their towns along it.

It has been used to gain evidence in a conspicu- 
ous divorce case; it has been used to make legis- 
lative grafters convict themselves: it has spied 
in a little side en-

fastened around the suspected ones; and it gave 
an unsuspected ear to the wiles of election work- 
ers who sought, by bribery, to keep Louisville 
negroes from the polls. Its adaptability to scien- 
tific study has been recognized by the volcanolo- 
gist and seismic expert, Prof. Frank Perret; who

Mr. Turner is now hard at work trying to have 
the machine register the sound of the heartbeat, 
This sound is peculiar, inasmuch as it does not 
lend itself to transmission.

Thus, in Salt Lake, Utah, a broxer and his tele- 
graph clerks were charged with using it as an aid 
to a wire-tapping scheme. The broker wanted the

It is 
made in two forms. While the detective instru- 
ment has received the most publicity, that is really 
a small feature of the usefulness of the device.

Ringing up a stenographer in an Office three 
rooms away, he waiked to the corner of the room, 
turned his back to the instrument and began to 
dictate in a voice lower than the ordinary con- 
versational tone. He dictated a letter and then 
asked the young lady to read it off. She repeated 
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1¢ word for word, and her voice emerging trom 
the receiving side of the box had a most uncanny 
sound. 

Then he put the dictograph to a further test. 
Dropping his voice to a whisper and not the sibi- 
lant, far-reaching whisper of the stage, either, he 
counted up to five. Right after him the stenogra- 
pher counted up to five. 

To further test the powers Of the machine, the 
reporter stood with his back against it. fhe re- 
porter is rather thick, physically of course, but 
with the transmitter pressed closely to his gen- 
erous waist line, it would seem as though the 
ears of the machine would be stopped. Alas no, 
Mr. Turner talked some more, and again the voice 
called right back everything he had said. That 
was to prove that even if the dictograph was hid- 
den under a rug on the floor, behind the safe, 
concealed under a sofa, as in the Columbus case; 
made into the ornamental face of a clock or even 
covered over by the laths and plaster, of the wall, 
it would do its work.

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“SEA GIRLS” OF JAPAN ed 
HEADS OF FAMILIES 1000 YEARS Ae 


By MOVK JOYA, Japanese Reporter. 
LONG the sunny ‘coast of Japan, washed by 
A the Pacific, there is a colony where wom- 
en are the heads and supporters of fam- 
ilies, while men abide by the order of women. 

It is in the district of Shima, where the colony 
of Sea Girls is locatea. “Sea Girls” they are called, 
as the occupation of the women is diving into 
the rough, agitated sea for pearls and other gems 
of the deep ocean. 

And it is different from other suffragette col- 
onies, as the women not only are heads of fami- 
lies, but work and labor, while the male popula- 
tion are practically idle. The colony, the unique 
and interesting village, is not new. The Sea Girls 
have been swimming in the Bay of Shima and 
taking the responsibility of supporting large fami- 
lies for over ten centuries. 

The Sea Girls are healthy, strong and bronzed 
women, and their work is most strenuous. They 
stay in water from eight to twelve hours a day, 
and even in the coldest winter they manage to 
remain in the water two or three hours a day. 
They are born divers and skillful swimmers. At 
each dive they remain under water from one to 
two minutes. 

But their task does not end there, and they do 
all cooking, cleaning, sweeping and marketing for 
their families, and the male members of the fam- 
ily do nothing except occasional helps to the 
women. 

Women are the power in the village. When a 
girl baby is born the parents and relatives cele- 
brate and feast, but when their baby is a boy 
they just grin and mourn the misfortune. 

When girls are 4 or 5 yeais oid they wic taught 


to swim and dive. By the time they reach the \ 
age of 13 or 14 they are Sea Girls, and remain 40 ™ 
until they aré about 40 years old. But they db 
not leave the diving at that age on account of ~ 
old age or weakness. But generally when they 55 
are about 40 years old there are enough canto kA

its original form, the hair relled in a firm, thick 
coil rather high on the back of the head. 

One of the illustrations shows an arrangement 
much in vogue this winter—a variation of the 
psyche knot which hides the line,of the head in 
the back, but leaves ample space in front for the 
cequettish fringe over the forehead and the 
jeweled and beaded bandeau with the dasbing 
jeweled aigrette at one side. 

This also covers the ears and is undoubtedly 
distinctive and becoming. But it smacks q little 
of the old-time puffs and is- much less effective 
than the newer and simpler arrangements. 

Much prettier and more girlish is the coiffure 
shown in another picture, where .the arrange- 
ment is subortinated to the charming ribbon 
bandeau with its frill of gold lace and occasional 
satin rosebud. The artist who dressed this hair 
studied the line of the face without regard to 
styles and conventions, which, as a matter of 
fact, is what every hairdresser’ should do.’ 

Here the rolis of h@ir are drawn down low over 
the rather high forehead so as to make a frame 
for the face, and nothing could be more youthful 
or becoming than’ the dainty crownless capote 
which encircles the loose coil.of hair on ‘top of 
the head. 

A mode for fluffy hair, and more especially for 
older women with white hair, is shown in the 
double-coiled roll fastened somewhat low in the 
back and covering the ears. This can: hardly be 
accomplished with one’s own hair unless it hap- 
pens to be very thick, and is usually constructed 
with a braid and fastened over the natura: hair, 
which is considerably “pompadouread on _ top, 
drawn down over the ears at the sides and se- 
cured in a snug little knot under the braid. 

It is interesting to note here that older women 
t no longer wearing their hair in the oi. time 
conventional “tight” styles. There is a decided 
leaning now toward more youthful and softer 
e sets. 

Most hairdressers will tel] vou that hair worn 
low on the neck is considered a youthful style, 
always making a face look younger, but there is 
surely much distinction and dignity in this new 
low coiffure suited to faces of all ages. either rolled 
into an English bun or massed in coils.and plaits 
at the back. oe 

And, speaking of England, which even. more 
than France is the home for conventional and set 
Styles in hairdressing, an arrangement is now 
being used there for keeping the hair from slip. 
ping when it is done low, a trigk it has when 
arranged in this way. 

These hair frames, called “Merveilleuse,” con- 
sist of three cushions, hollow and formed of 
light-weight wire, one for the middle of the back 
and one for each ear. 

They provide the necessary support fo: the 


three coils of hair, which, after being draw over 


them, may be fixed into permanent tidiness by 
having the ends tucked in and fastened. Two 
little extra plaits for making the ear pieces are 
heeded, of course, and in our shops here these 
little plaited buns may be purchased ready for 
pinning on. 

Another picture here sient the chignon, and

bunches of curls of a century ago. It is quaict 
and charming for a quaint and charming face, 
and picturesque for the pieturesque, but let 
those who have not these qualities beware of the 
bunches df. curls at the sides. 

Fanciful and delightful as they appear when 
worn against the face of a type like the one pic- 
tured here, on a less quaint and youthful head 
they would lose much. of their effect, and might 
even appear ridiculous and unsuitable. Never-, 
theless, these little bunches of curls are being 
worn to some extent. 

And now a last word in regard to the care of 
the hair. : 

Autumn is always the season of falling hair, 
and the reason of it is generall¥ neglect in sum- 
mer, sunburn, salt water wettings and lack of 
scalp massage. What the scalp needs at this 
time is a good feeding-up. Strong shampoos and 
hair lighteners are to be avoided always, and 
more especially now, when the scalp is already 
dried up and scaling off: What it really requires 
is a good stimulating food, a little almond oil or 
red vaseline or a pomade like the following: 

Cocoanut oil 

Tincture of nux vomica . . 44% drams 
Jamaica bay rum os ounces 
Oil of bergamot . drops 

As for the shampoo mixture, use no mixture at 
all, but the best castile soap and hot water. Scalp 
massage, by invigorating and circulation and the 
natural oils, will restore the gloss, as will also 
a good brushing every night.
